.,.A" .Assoc'a(«I Press story from 
Washington published by The Star 
last August stating that Hcmpslcad 
county would not lose any'of its 
cotton acreage allotment by rea- 
son of the Southwestern Proving 
Ground was verified Wednesday in 
a letter from Congressman Oren 
Harris released by Hope Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Congressman Harris enclosed a 


ruling by I. W. Duggan, director 
of the Southern division of the 
AAA, 
which said: 


"A provision has been made 


under the 1942 Agricultural Con- 
servation Program whereby the 
cotton allotments for any land 
which is removed from agricul- 
tural production because of ac- 
quisition.by a state or federal gov- 
ernment agency used for industrial 
purposes in connection with the 
National Defense program shall 
be considered as released, to the 
state committee becausefjt will riot 
be planted in 1942, It is also pro- 
vided that such acreage: shall be 
available only'for making equit- 
able allotments for farms operated 
by persons who in 1941 were pro- 
ducers of cotton on the land re- 
moved from agricultural produc- 
tion."

WASHINGON - 
Although much 


has been written about the training 
of Army and Navy pilots, few per- 
sons realize the enormity of the grow- 
th in civilian flying.

the government accepts a plan out- 
lined by Guy Holcomb, head of the 
Small Business Section of the Anti- 
Trust Division of the 
Department 


of Justice. 


In a memorandum to Assistant At- 


torney General Thurman Arnold, Hol- 
comb says he is convinced that the 
primary need of small business is an 
independent 
governmental 
agency 


with authority to act swiftly on spec- 
ific complaints and problems. 


It might be called the Office of 


Small Business Problems. It would 
serve as a forum where complaints 
could be heard and as an independent 
advocate of the cause of small bus- 
iness. More important, it would act as 
a trouble-shooter to represent small 
business and get action, and it would 
have to be clothed with ample po- 
wer. The President would probably 
have full authority to 'appoint such 
a board, but Holcomb thinks it would 
have even more force if congress en- 
acted a law creating it. The member- 
ship would be composed of small 
business men with a few lawyers to 
give legal advice. 


More than 'half the complaints from 


small business men received by Hol- 
comb were drafted after they had fail- 
ed to get relief from other depart- 
ments of the government. He. found 
small business men as a whole were 
distrustful of the Office of Produc- 
tion Management. The leading figures 
on OPM were big business dollar-a- 
year men, corporation attorneys, labor 
leaders and professional economists. 


Evidence Piles Up 
Time after time small business men 


complained to Holcomb that they saw 
their big competitors securing prior- 
ity material after trips to Washing- 
ton. Holcomb cited a case where a 
Michigan boiler manufacturer 
said 


he was the lowest bidder for installa- 
tion at an Oklahoma airport, but the 
award was made to a company bidding 
?1700 higher. Holcomb contacted the 
officials in charge and.the Michigan 
man finally got the contract. 


A small but well known manufac- 


turer of outboard motors complained 
that he was about to close his plant 
because of priority shut-down on ma- 
terials, while only 16 miles away his 
largest competitor was operating full 
swing on government and civilian con- 
tracts. Holcomb has tackled this pro- 
ble and hopes for results. 


L. M. Evans, presdient of Small 


Business of America, Inc., from his 
office in Cleveland, has written Pres- 
ident Roosevelt complaining that small 
business men arc under a siege of 
economic boycott as strangling as the 
tightest military blockade. He as- 
serts thousands of small business men 
who with their employes constitute 
the largest taxpaying group in every 
city and state, are facing ruin. Says 
Evans: 


"This pending calamity must be 


laid at the door of tho administra- 
tors of national defense who havve 
flagrantly discriminated against small 
business. Big business has received 
every consideration, small business 
none. Perhaps we should have ex- 
pected this, for the men who head 
the defense administration are near- 
ly all from big business." 


As Senators Sec It 
Congress is getting restive about this 


problem. Senators are not convinced 
that the President's naming of Floyd 
Odium as director of OPM's divis- 
ion of contract distribution is a solu- 
tion. Senator Hatch of New Mexico, 
head of a special committee to inves- 
tigate defense program contracts, is 
alarmed lest America have the ex- 
perience of Britain, where 20,000 man- 
ufacturing plants were shut down al- 
most overnight in the 
changeover 


from peace to a war economy. Ac- 
cording to Odium's own estimate, 2 
per cent of the supply of strategic 
naterials would enable 30,000 to 45,- 
000 small metal-working U. S. plants 
to continue during the first half of 
1942.

small business. Under it, any persons 
whose business operations are ad- 
versely 
affected 
by assignment of 


priority in any materials used in his 
business shall be afforded a chance 
to present his views, to an agency de- 
signated by the President. 


If he shows that his business oper- 


ations will be hurt by a shortage of 
materials, or that his inability to 
continue business will result in un- 
employment for his employes, the 
agency shall so report to the Presi- 
dent, and he shall allocate to the 
complainant such amounts of mate- 
ial as in his judgment will be neces- 
sary to prevent hardship to the bus- 
iness man, his employes or his cus- 
tomers.

As regional director of the Nation- 


al Labor Relations Board's second dis- 
trict since 1935, she has mediated heat- 
ed and historic battles between cap- 
ital and labor. And she still is in the 
middle. 


In recognition of her 
work, the 


American Woman's Association has 
just bestowed on her its 15th annual 
Award for Eminent Achievement. She 
is my nomination for Woman of the 
Month. 


Mrs. Herrick is a big, dark-haired, 


clary-eyed woman with a "million-dol- 
lar smile" and a direct and friendly 
manner. She says being a woman has 
been 
an 
advantage 
instead of a 


hindrance in her job. 


"People arc less apt to become abu- 


sive in the presence of a woman," she 
says. "And both unions and employ- 
ers will take a lot of criticism from 
me that they won't take from men. 
Besides, a. woman has to handle peo- 
ple all her life and she understands 
what's going on in other people's 
minds."

Another of Mrs. Herrick's advant- 


ages is that for six years she was a 
factory worker herself. 


The district she directs •cimprises 


rarts of New York, Connecticut and 
New Jersey and is one of the.most im- 
portant of the 22, It holds almost one- 
'ifth of the nation's industrial es- 
tablishments, many of which are now 
working for defense, 
.

Good Record 
on SPG Job 


Progress on 
Project Wins Much 


.. Recognition 


Throughout the War Department as 


a whole and especially within the 
Sevfinth Zone, of which Arkansas is 
a part, considerable recognition has 
been accorded the construction of the 
Southwestern Proving Ground, and as 
the work progresses at. a steady rate,, 
the job achieves growing distinction. 


The officials, while proud of the 


fine accomplishments at the projects, 
are, for the most part, too busy to 
turn analytical and set out the fac- 
tors that have contributed primarily 
to the success of the job. Perhaps it 
would be difficult to isolate any one 
thing as being the chief element in 
the construction progress. 


On the whole the job has 
run 


smoothly and never once has the 
drive toward completion stalled. At 
times circumstances beyond the con- 
trol of the Project Management has 
slowed work on various parts of the 
composite undertaking. When this oc- 
curredj it was usually evident that 
the possibility had been foreseen and 
steps taken to swing into another 
phase of the many-sided task and 
prosecute other necessary work. 


A check of performance of various 


departments shows that close team- 
work has been the rule throughout 
the job. To keep the wheels turn- 
ing on such a huge undertaking as 
the project represents requires the 
meshing of many gears. From the 
pencil pushers in the central offices 
to the gang pushers on the labor 
crews the work is all on a common 
purpose. 


Apparently there is little in com- 


mon between the well-dressed young 
fellow eating his lunch in the pro- 
ject cafeteria and the brawny work- 
men in boots and khakis at the next 
table, but almost invariably their 
work touches at some point. For in- 
stance when the plumber goes on the 
job in the morning and is told to 
begin work on a particular facility, 
the work was foreseen and provided 
for way back in the early stages of 
the construction. Plans were drawn, 
funds earmarked for 'the purchase of 
the plumbing equipment, the pur- 
chasing department placed the order 
for the fixture, the traffic depart- 
ment saw that delivery was made, and 
through many hands the business of 
installing the fixture passed before 
a plumber added the finishing touch- 
es of installation. 
, 


Army officers whose primary func- 


tions are the supervising of construc- 
tion, compare the building of this 
project to that of a mass production 
assembly line. They point out that 
many craftsmen and professions have 
a part in the "final assembly" and 
the success of the whole job depends 
on how well the various units con- 
cerned manage to weld their efforts 
toward the common purpose of cm- 
pleting anther link in the chain of 
national defense. 


Commenting on the absence of any 


high pressure methods of trying to 
rush the work, a Government spokes- 
man said, "I like to think that the 
average employee going about his 
duties on the job is simply doing 
the best he can, that he has the in- 
terest of the job, his organization, and 
his country at heart. In my opinion 
this kind of work attitude is bet- 
ter than all the drives, and other 
special incentives ever invented to 
keep a big'job running in high."

On two major fronts (and a good 


many minor ones) OPA is waging ,a 
war against "scare buying" und at 
the same time trying to convince that 
greatest waster of all time, the Ameri- 
can Public, that it has to mend its 
wasting ways if wo are going to come 
even close to satisfying the appetite 
of defense industries for raw ma- 
terials. 


In the first place, OPA Director 


Leon Henderson called to Washing- 
ton Edgar J. Kaufmann, the Pitts- 
burgh department store tycoon. He 
put him behind an OPA desk, gave 
him the title of consultant on distri- 
bution problems—and ordered routed 
through him all questions relating to 
pricing and distribution of finished 
goods—"with special releferce to 'scare 
buying'." 


Mr. Kaufmann's field of operations 


is the 1,700,000 distributors and re- 
tailers in the country who peddle 
everything from hairpins to culti- 
vators.

necessary commodity. 


A more recent example and an even 


better one is what is happening in 
the marketing of chemical products 
for preventiin of auto radiator frcez- 
ing. 


At the same time Miss Elliott is 


telling the world that the supply of 
anil-freeze should be adequate for 
this winter and that "no retail price 
advance for atiti-frcczc solutions Is 
justified at this time," she is explain- 
ing thnt because chemicals used are 
important in explosive manufacture 
and are needed for use by the Army 
and Navy, every motorist ought to 
follow the OPA consumer division's 
"eight points" for reducing anti-freczo 
solution waste to a minimum.
